Ceylon Riots ' 

Regarding the serious riots which 
originated iu Kandy and subse- 
quently started almost all over the 
Island, having been curried on to an 
alarming extent, a recent paper had 
the following tinder Router's sub- 
marine telegraph: — 

"London, June ~th, (10.30 p.m.).— 
The Colonial Office reports that 
there has been anti-Moslem rioting 
iu various parts of Ceylon by the 
Buddhists. Moslem shops in Kandy 
have been looted. Martial law has 
been proclaimed iu several districts. 
The Governor reports that the dis- 
order is due to a sudden outbreak 
of racial and commercial animosity, 
and is not directed against the 
European population or the Gov- 
ernment. Much Moslem merchan- 
dise has been destroyed, and num- 
erous murders have been com- 
mitted. Several rioters have been 
shot. The latest news is that the 
situation is improving." 

The above Colonial Office state- 
ment gives the gist of the whole 
thing. It started in Kandy over a 
Buddhist carol party passing before 
a Mohammedan Mosque. Disturb- 
ances have taken place in several 
parts of the Island. Colombo has 
been the worst. Many lives have 
been lost, and an enormous amount 
of damage has been done to Moslem 
merchandise, etc. AH our people 
and property arc safe. Since mar- 
tial law has been proclaimed public 
meetings are prohibited. Everything 
is quiet now, and normal conditions 
prevail.

A Chat with' Commissioner Richards

LAST Thursday morning the 
Commissioner left the Toron- 
to Headquarters for his trip 
10 the Atlantic Coast Pro- 
vinces and Newfoundland,- but be- 
fore leaving gave to the Editor fur- 
ther particulars concerning the Staff 
changes which v/ill affect half a doz. 
en or more Departmental Head's at 
Tentorial Headquarters, and nearly 
all the Divisional Commanders. 

This will be, perhaps, one of the 
greatest interchanging of appoint- 
ments that the Canadian Dominion 
has ever known. Alhtdingto the re- 
cent changes of administration, 
such as the separation of Canada 
ICast and West, the installation of 
Commissioner Sowlon, and the im- 
pending appointments, the Interna- 
tional Secretary, Commissioner 
Lamb, just before boarding the train 
which took him to New York en 
route to International Headquar- 
ters, declared this to be the most 
momentous visit he had ever made. 
The remark was justified. But to 
the coming changes. 

"I have this afternoon," said the 
Commissioner, leaning back in his 
chair, his favourite attitude when 
talking, as it allows free play for an 
expressive use of his hands, dictated 
farewell orders, with instructions to 
leave their appointments by the 
10th of October, to Licut.-Colonel 
Chandler, of the Toronto Division; 
Lieut.- Colonel H;irgrave, of the 
Young People's and Candidates' De- 
partments; Brigadier Rawling, of 
the Montreal Division; Brigadier 
Adby, of the Hamilton Division; 
Brigadier Taylor, of St, John Divi- 
sion; and Major iiarr, of the Hali- 
fax Division. Also Majors Moore, 
Arnold, and Cocmbs, and Staff- 
Captain Burrows." 

"And the appointments, sir, could 
you tell our readers where the Of- 
ficers mentioned arc going?" 

"Well, now," said the Commis- 
sioner, with a humorous twinkle in 
his eyes. "It's the furlough season, 
and to give those dear comrades 
who arc fond of fixing up Offic- 
ers something to do as they sit on 
the !ake$hoTc watching th'e setting 
sun, or as they drowse in the sha- 
dows of ambrosia] pine woods, I will 
forbear to tell you where all arc go- 
ing. I shall do that in connection 
with the Congress, 

"In the meantime, let the curious 
ones do some guessing. Let's see, 
there is the Training College, ibc 
Trade. Department,, the Young 
People's Department, and those Di- 
visional Commands to speculate oh. 

"I will, however," he continued,, 
"give- you one or. two appointments 
that have been decided on. Briga- 
dier Miller has been appointed Pro-, 
ptrty Secretary, and will continue to; 
have charge of the Architect's. De'^ 
partment. - Major Moore hasy;6een|; 



appointed his assistant, and will give 
special attention to the financing of 
the various property schemes. Major 
Turpin) of the Trade Department, 
has been made Territorial Auditor. 
For the remainder, I am afraid you 
must wait until the Fall Councils, 
"By the way, your readers will 
perhaps be interested in knowing 
that at the Annual Congress in Oc- 
tober, which I am hoping will prove 
to be one of the. most interesting and 
inspirational that this Territory has 
ever known, the foundation stone of 
The General William Booth Mem- 
orial Training College will be laid. 
It is hoped that the Prime Minister 
of Ontario may be able to perform 
that ceremony. The plans have been 
passed, and I think The Army, also 
the City of Toronto, will have a 
building that will be highly crcdL- 
ahle and a fitting memorial to the 
illustrious Founder of The Army. 
The main building will be sur- 
mounted BV a clock tower, for the 
site, which is at lAvisville, is a 
commanding one, in which wilt be 
^placed a fuur-faced clock. I am pro- 
posing that the women of The Sal- 
vation Army shall pay for this clock, 
which, by means of striking texts, 
such as 'EvcTy hour for Jesus,' will 
be a silent monitor to all." 

"Have you any special object in 
going to Newfoundland, Commis- 
sioner?" 

"No; it will be mainly a soul- 
saving trip. I shall, of course, do a 
thorough inspection and acquaint 
myself fully of our educational sys- 
tem, with a view to its development, 
and I may say that I am taking fare- 
well orders to Brigadier Morchen, 
who, during his term of command, 
has done excellently. But, in the 
main, my object wilt be to pay soul- 
saving visits to the forces in New- 
foundland, whom I am most anxious 
to meet. 

"I have heard a lot about the 
island's rugged grandeur in some 
parts, 'and of its being the land of 
birds, butterflies, -and flowers in 
others, and shall view these things 
with interest; but it is the people 
themselves I want to see. ■ I have 
heard so much of their simple piety, 
their red-hot Salvationism, that I 
think they arc a people after my 
own heart. And am looking for- 
ward to some soul-stirring seasons 
among them, both at St. John's and 
in the Outpqrts. 

"They tell me that Brigadier 
Morchen has arranged one of the 
most comprehensive tour that has 
ever been undertaken, by any of 
Canada's Territorial Leaders.

What the "Handy Men" Have Made 
of Their Internment Camps. 

(By Licut.-Colonel Cunningham) 

When, after the fall of Antwerp, 
some sixteen hundred British naval 
men escaped from the enemy, and 
succeeded in getting over the Dutch 
border, they were interned at Gron-' 
ingen in Holland. ' ' 

On the first Sunday whieh they. 
spent in the interned camp. The Sal-. 
vation Army arranged to visit these 
.men, and held the first religious 
meeting with them in that country. 
A memorable meeting, indeed, it' 
turned out to he? Many of the men 
had only arrived laic ihc night be- 
fore, anil were still looking haggard, 
tired, and hatlle-staiitcd. The writ- 
er will long remember how hun- 
dreds of them sang those hymns that 
day. took off their caps, and rever- 
ently bowed their heads in ihc pre- 
sence of God, rendering to Him 
their sincere thanks for the mar- 
vellous escape from death which had 
just been vouchsafed to them. 

Since that day the camp has been 
regularly visited, and .the men regu- 
larly supplied with English "War 
Crys" and "Social Gazettes." 

It need hardly be said that the 
visits of The Salvation Armv Offic- 
ers, and weekly arrival of The Sal- 
vation Army publications, from over 
ihe sea, have been warmly received 
and highly appreciated. 

Some months ago, some of tho 
men conceived the idea of forming a 
brass band, and succeeded in secur- 
ing the necessary instruments, but 
some difficulties arose regarding 
suitable music, as well as a teacher 
to help them in their band prac- 
tices. An appeal was made to The 
Salvation Army for assistance tn the 
matter, and in due course, the par- 
ticulars were laid before The Gcnr 
eral, who very kindly consented to 
lend the necessary music to the band 
for the term of their internment, 
and wc arranged for the Bandmaster 
of our Groningcn Band to under- 
take to conduct practices with them. 

The band rapidly developed, and 
on their route marches were heard 
playing Salvation Army music, as 
they swung along in true British 
style. 

On the occasion of a recent visit 
by Commissioner MacAlonan, who 
has taken every possible opportun- 
ity of visiting the men in the camp, 
they treated him to a rendering of 
the march entitled "Australia," and 
were not a little proud of their ac- 
complishment. The Commissioner 
promised speedily to return and 
bring with him a number of other 
Salvationists, when he would con- 
duct for them a thoroughly good 
Salvation Army musical festival. 

The Dutch Commandant of the 
camp very kindly fell in with the 
plan, geiicronsly gave the necessary 
permission, and rendered all pos- 
sible assistance in the arrangements.' 
So on Saturday, July 3rd, the Com- 
missioner, with the Chief Secretary 
and a number of other Officers, left 
Amsterdam, bent on having a good 
time amongst the British naval men 
at Groningcn. 

The "Flying Dutchman" bound 
■for the north was very much over- 
crowded, for on Saturday after- 
noons, thousands of the Dutch mili- 
tary men (who arc at present mobi- 
lized) wend their way home to spend 
Sunday on furlough with their rcla- ' 
tives and families. The result was 
that the train steamed into Gronin-

Of course the British Government 
docs not announce just what, mea- 
sures it is taking to carry out Gen- 
eral French's recommendation (says 
a writer in "Munsey's Magazine"), 
but there is no doubt that it is doing 
all that can be done to increase its 
force of aeroplanes.

EDUCATING THE OYSTER 
JN Japan there is a great oyster 
*fann where the bivalves arc taught 
to make pearls. It was Dr. Miki- 
molo, a well-known scientist, who 
conceived the idea that oysters 
might be educated and made to work 
for man. After many years of costly 
experimentation he discovered the 
metlijd in use to-day. 

The farm has an area of about 
fifty square miles and the water 
varies in depth from five to fifteen 
fathoms. The farmer selects the ' 
spots where ihe larvae of oysters are ■ 
most numerous, and then he plants 
small rocks and stones. These arc 
soon covered with oyster spat. They 
are llieu removed and placed in spe- 
cial beds, where they lie undisturbed 
until the ibird year. 

An oyster will not produce a pearl 
unless it be irritated by some foreign 
substance. As soon as it feels this 
it proceeds to cover it with nacre, 
layer on layer, until after a few 
years it has made a pearl, \VIicn 
large enough the oysters arc taken 
from their beds anil carefully opened 
— a liny speck of some foreign sub- 
stance is introduced into their bod- 
ies and ibey are replaced in the sea. 
By the end of from three to five 
years the oyster has eoated the for- 
eign substance with nacre, and this 
has become a pearl. 

All the work on this oyster farm 
is done by women, who bring the 
oysters up and down by diving. 

SMOKELESS BATTLES 

ONE of the marked features of 
the European conflict that dis- 
tinguishes it from the wars of the 
past is the absence of smoke on the 
firing lines (says "Popular Mechan- 
ics"). Owing to the use of smoke- 
less powder, no smoke is made when 
a rifle is discharged, while the heavi- 
est artillery throws off nothing more 
than i thin mist that is invisible a 
hundred yards away, and disappears 
within a few seconds after the gun 
is fired. 

Only when shrapnel or a shell ex- 
plodes in the enemy's lints is there 
anything visible in the way of 
amob, the whole purpose being to 
conceal the position of the guns 
■ throwing the projectiles, while mak- 
, i ing the points where the projectiles 
, explode clearly visible. The exprcs-

■^ But these cruisers are rapidly be- 
coming; the terror of dirigihlcs, the 
Jdreadn oughts of the air. Even the 
Zejppeliris, with their rigid metal 
bodies divided into twenty-five or 
thirty compartments, have to fear 
these battle cruisers when they come 
in numbers. About the middle oi 
May it was reported that a swarm 
of twenty-seven Allied aeroplanes of 
the battle cruiser type attacked a 
Zeppelin in Flanders, and succeeded 
in- blowing so many holes in its alu- 
minum envelope thajt the "big 
sausage" finally came down to earth 
a wreck. 

This' was a newspaper story — not, 
alas, a guarantee of accuracy — but 
early in June an official Admiralty 
report described the total destruc- 
tion of a Zeppelin, near Ghent, by a 
young English aviator, who had en- 
tered the naval air service only a 
month before. The flying man, who 
must have been a skilful operator 
mounted on a swift machine, suc- 
ceeded in rising above the German 
monster and dropping bombs that 
first partially disabled it and then 
caused a tremendous explosion oi 
its gas tanks. With its crew ov 
twenty-eight mcu, the big diripble 
crashed to the earth a mile below, 
■where, by a tragic piece of ill-luck, 
its shattered frame struck a Belgian 
eonveut and killed several oi the 
inmates. The victorious aeroplane 
was upset by the force of the explo- 
sion, but the operator righted ,it, 
volplaned to the ground within lhu 
enemy's lines, restarted his engine, 
and flew off to safely. 

It "was a curious coincidence that 
on the same day Count Zeppelin 
was reported as acknowledging a 
message of congratulation from ilic 
German Aviation League, and inci- 
dentally remarking that his inven- 
tion "had brilliantly proved its 
"worth." The modest parent of ihe 
Zeppelin seems to have a much 
higher opinion of bis progeny than 



most of the impartial observers. 

But it is when aeroplane and aero- 
plane meet far above the hattleficld 
that the old romance of war is re- 
born in its newest and most thrill- 
ing guise. The soldiers o[ the air 
have developed their own tuciics of 
balile, which are strangely reminis- 
cent of the stories that came down 
tu us from the ancient and royal 
sport of hawking. Kach aviator tries 
to £e! above the other, aud lo attack 
whcti his opponent is in a defence- 
less position. 

One of the neatest bits of aerial 
strategy is to niaiicoiivrc so that the
